AGED HERMIT FOUND 


DEAD IN CABIN 


After lying for approximately 48 


hours on the floor of his cabin in an 
isolated portton of Buchanan Valley, 
Joseph Baker, a hermit for many 
years, was found dead on Sunday by 
his nephew, Edward Baker. No one 
was near the cabin at the time of the 
hermit's death. Rumors that a sus- 
picious looking tramp seen about the 
Valley on Saturday might have been 
responsible for the death were quick- 
ly suppressed as the dead man bore 
no marks on his body and was lying 
in a position on the floor which de- 
noted that he had fallen gently. Dr. 
C. G. Crist, county coroner, decided 
that an inquest was unnecessary. 


The most plausible solution of the 


deatH is that Baker, who was 82 years 
old, was the victim of a heart attack. 
During the past weeks he complained 
of becoming sleepy. Beyond the mem- 
ory of the inhabitants of Buchanan 
Valley, Baker began the Jife of a re- 
pluse in a portion of the mountain be- 
tween the Valley road and Cashto\vn 
and at a distance of about three miles 
from St. Ignatius church. No one liv- 
ed with him and very few people came 
to visit him except his nephew, who 
made a practice to look after the needs 
of his aged uncle every Sunday. Altho 
Baker is said to have been one of sev- 
enteen children he has very few im- 
mediate survivors. Mrs. Thomas Wil- 
kinson and Mrs. William Tavlor, both, 
of Adams countv. are the only living 
sisters of the deceased, who was never 
married.

REPUBLICANS MAKE SWEEP 
In the largest vote ever polled in a 


presidential campaign in this country, 
the Republican party achieved an un- 
precedented victory Tuesday. War- 
ren G. ^Harding and Calvin Coolidge, 
the Republican nominees for president 
and vice president, were elected by a 
tremendous majority. The women vo- 
ters turned out in surprising large 
numbers. Election returns assure Re- 
publican control of congress for the 
next 
two years 
with considerable 


gains in the House and a prospective 
increase of the lead'in the Senate. All 
organization candidates for Pennsyl- 
vania state offices swept the state, in- 
cluding Senator Penrose. 


Adams county fell into line, with 


Harding and Coolidge leading Cox and 
Roosevelt by over 1400 plurality. York 
Republicans also elected three mem- 
bers to the State Assembly. John R. 
Bittinger, formerly of Bittingers Los- 
ing out to B. L. Brenneman in the 
Fourth District which is strongly Dem- 
ocratic. 


Congressman Brooks, Republican, 


was re-elected over Charles A. Haw- 
kins, the Democratic nominee by a 
plurality of 1,535 in York county, 
which with a plurality of 849 in Ad- 
ams county, gives him 2,384 in the 
District. Mr. Hawkins received the 
largest vote of any candidate on the 
Democratic ticket. Two years ago 
Mr. Brooks 
defeated Congressman 


Brodbeck by 1840, York county giving 
him 952 and Adams county 888 plural- 
ity. 


Dr. Eugene Elgin, East Berlin. Re- 


publican candidate for the General 
assembly, leads James C. Cole, his 
Democratic opponent, by 1.201 votefc, 


D. Edward Long, the Republican 


candidate for state senator, won over 
his Democratic opponent, B. C. Small, 
by 1539, the highest plurality. Long 
leads Small in Franklin county 4,324 
to 2,841 in half the districts. 


Franklin township went Republican 


for the first time in its history, giving 
a plurality for all the Republican can- 
didates except Congressman Brooks, 
who lost by only ten. York city gave 
Brooks a lead of 2,227 which was cut 
down in the outlying districts.

ship, the home district of James C. 
Cole, by 313 to 107 votes. East Berlin, 
home town of Dr. Elgin, gave him 211 
votes and Cole 62.

HELD FOR SERIOUS OFFENSE 


AGAINST LITTLE GIRLS 


Charges of committing serious of- 


fenses against two little Gettysburg 
girls have been laid against Henry 
Bigalow, a former soldier there in 
1917, who, if convicted and given the 
maximum sentence, will go to the 
Eastern Penitentiary for at least a 20 
year term. 


At a hearing before Squire Hill in 


the office of the Sheriff Monday after- 
noon, Bigalow was held for court with- 
out bail. Samuel R. Gulden. Gettys- 
burg, the father of one of the children, 
who charges Bigalow with statutory 
rape, was the first witness and was 
followed by his nine year old daugh- 
ter. Clara, who identified Bigalow as 
the person who had criminally as- 
saulted her. Mrs. Ida Foust, her S- 
year-old daughter, Beulah. and Mrs. 
Samuel R. Gulden substantiated the 
story of Clara. Dr. C. G. Crist testi- 
fied that he and Dr. McCrea Dickson 
had examined the two little girls and 
had found evidences of disease alleg- 
ed to have been contracted from the 
defendant. During the hearing Dig- 
alow, a degenerate looking young man 
of 27 years of age, maintained abso- 
lute silence. 


The 
alleged 
crime 
is 
one of 


the most dastardly in the history of 
Gettysburg. Eigalow, 
according 
to 


the story, was stationer! at Camp Colt 
with an army outfit in 1917. Just re- 
cently he returned to this section of 
the country and obtained a position at 
Farrell's stone quarry a short distance 
east of Gettysburg, On Sunday, Octo- 
ber 23, the version of the officials con- 
tinties. Bigalow went to the residence 
of one of the girls and stayed with 
both of them while their parents were 
away. After the parents had discov- 
ered the crime they got into communi- 
cation with the state troopers and 
Constable Wilson who succeeded in 
arresting the former soldier early on 
Sunday morning.

AVhen the great test came and he 


stood silently for three months in the 
shadow of the high office, Arthur found 
himself, and he left petty politics and 
factions behind him as he entered the 
White House. The public was incred 
ulous at first, but was convinced at 
last that he honestly meant to be pres 
ident of all the people, 


Some of his old associates in ma- 


chine politics were as astonished at 
the change that had come over theii 
"Chet" as Falstaff and his cronies 
were when Prince Hal became King 
Henry V. Not that the new president 
coldly repelled the claims of friend- 
ship. He simply put first his obliga- 
tions to the whole country, though it 
cost him dear in the regard ol men 
like Grant and Conkling, who set him 
down as an ingrate.

IT IS one of the pranks of fate that 


Chester A. Arthur, whom President 


Hayes put out of the New York cus- 
tom house as a spoilsman and a politi- 
cal boss, should find himself in the

Hayes left it and conducting a reform 
administration. 
It was the mandate 


and lesson of Garfleld's assassination 
that we must get rid of factions and 
spoils or the government itself might 
next be struck down as Its chief had 
been. Arthur saw that this was the 
logic of the tragedy which had thrust 
him Into the presidency and he did his 
best to clean house. 


The race for preferment had excited 


in unnatural appetite for public office, 
and the getting of a job was regarded 
as exhilarating sport. 
From police- 


man, 
fireman 
and letter carrier to 


chief ship and consulship, every place 
on the payroll of city, state or nation 
went by favor. 
Two endless proces- 


sions were forever moving, one made 
up of those who had been turned out 
or turned down, and the other of those 
«-ho were struggling to get in. 


The civil service law, which was 


passed in Arthur's administration, took 
out of politics the departmental clerk- 
ships in Washington but 85 per cent 
of the federal employees as a whole 
were left under the spoils 
system. 


Nevertheless, the difficult first step had 
been taken toward the present com- 
prehensive system, when all but a few 
hundred of the hundreds of thousands 
of places are open equally to self-re- 
specting applicants, regardless of par- 
ties or politicians, 


Arthur also was the useful instru- 


ment in carrying forward the recon- 
ciliation of the .sections. 
He was the 


first president in his generation who 
made no reference in his annual mes- 
sages to the South or to a Southern 
question, lie was indeed almost the 
first president In 50 years who felt 
free to ignore the unhappy issues of 
sectionalism. 


When he stepped into the White 


House Arfluir found his party rent 
by factions. He left It more nearly 
united than it had been before in 
20 years and with at least a chance 
to w in again in 1884. He might him- 
self have been the Republican nom- 
inee in that jear If he had not scrupu- 
lously refused to take an active part 
in promoting his candidacy. 


He looked as well as acted the presi- 


dent. 
The first city man in a line of 


rural or small town men, Arthur was 
the best dressed man to sit in the chair 
since Washington, arid perhaps 
the 


handsomest, with a tall, graceful fig- 
ure, the manners of the great world 
and a grave but easy courtesy. 


Although a widower president, his 


sister, Mrs. McElroy, was a charming 
mistress of the White House and under 
them the social life of the mansion 
took on a more sumptuous tone. His 
son and namesake was away at school 
much of the time, but his little daugh- 
ter, Nellie Arthur, lit up the house- 
hold with her song and laughter.

London.—Just as imperialism killed 


czurism so will imperialism be the 
death of Russian sovietism, according 
to a prediction made to a press corre- 
spondent by M. Piip, the Esthonian 
foreign minister in London, analyzing 
the consequences of the bolshevist of- 
fensive in 1'oland. 


While foreign minister last year M. 


I'iip pitted his wits against the bolshe- 
viki at Dorpat, and lie is regarded as 
one of the best authorities in' Europe 
on Russian political and economic con- 
ditions. 


M. Piip asserted that Russia's eco- 


nomic condition was rapidly getting 
worse, because this season's crop was 
a failure. 
He said it was not un- 


likely that the cities will soon be 
wholly depopulated. 


"The so\iet government dare not re- 


duce Its enormous army," he conclud- 
ed. 
"Unemployment is now a criti- 


cal problem throughout the whole of 
Russia, and, If the men who as sol- 
diers are comparatively well cared for 
weie thrown on their own resources 
a revolution would result.

terror which the soviet rulers have 
to face is peace and demobilization."

"DOUGHBOY." 


O 


F all the names applied to 


the American soldier during 


the world war—"Yank," "Sam- 
my," "Buddy" and the like—the 
only one which stood up under 
the strain was "doughboy." 


Probably they didn't know it. 


but the reason that the men of 
the A. E. F. accepted the term 
and answered to it without hes- 
itation, is because doughboy is 
the oldest of slang words for 
American 
infantrymen, dating 


back to the days of the Revolu- 
tion. 
At this time, following 


the custom of the British army, 
each man of the Colonial army 
was served with three or four 
cakes of bread a day—flour and 
water, 
usually 
underbaked. 


These cakes were known as 
"doughboys" and, before the end 
of the war, the men to whom 
they were served were called by 
the same name. 


During the Civil war the ap- 


pellation was revived—partly on 
account of the way in which it 
had been used during the Rev- 
olution and also because of the 
manner in which the large brass 
buttons of the infantrymen were 
ridiculed. 
"They're as big as 


boiled 
dumplings or 
dough- 


cakes," stated one critic, and 
the name "doughboy" stuck—to 
be again resurrected when the 
American forces crossed the At- 
lantic.

FIRST AND LAST 
CHURCH SHELLED 


Put Total War Cost 


at 450 Billions 


Mezieres Victim of Hun Ferocity 
Even Up to Signing of 
Armistice. 


SELLS AIE CARRIED AWAY 


After Suffering In 1521 Its Firct At­ 
tack Sacred Edifice Got Germans1 
Parthian Shot— Full of His- 
toric Interest.

Moz loros, Ardennes, France.—It is a 
fnm known to everyone that the Her­ 
mans, after having desperately begged 
for the armistice, shelled the town of 
Alezieres, even up to the exact mo­ 
ment of the beginning of the armistice, 
cowardly and without any military 
reason whatever. 
They aimed espe­ 
cially nt the monuments, which were 
well known to them, as they had oc­ 
cupied the city for four years. 


Among the latter the church is es­ 
pecially to be mentioned. 
It is a fine 
(iothie flamboyant structure with five 
naves, the largest and perhaps the 
most beautiful of the country. 
This 
church has had, among other princely 
visitors, the honor of celebrating the 
marriage ceremony of Charles IX and 
Elisabeth of Austria (1570). We make 
bold to assert that it was “the last 
of the churches shelled.’* 
A fact less 
known, although not less interesting, 
Is that it was also “the first of the 
churches to be shelled.1’ 


Begun in 141)!), it was 22 years old 
when in 1521 the imperials besieged 
Mezieres, defended by Bayard, 
the 
knight without fear or reproach. 
His­ 
torians relate that shells were em­ 
ployed for the first time during this 
siege. 
The enemy shelled the town 
for exactly a month, from August 31 
until September 27. i\nd one part was 
entirely destroyed. 
The monuments 
as well as the church were struck by 
the projectiles, as is proved by the 
archives of the epoch, kept in the de­ 
pository of the department of Me 
aieres. 
Several large holes had to be 
mended in the roof of the church 
steeple as “the glass frame of thi* 
round of the steeple which had been 
broken during the siege/* 


Many tTimes Bombarded. 


One can notice that the bombard­ 
ments of this epoch, even compared* to 
those that the history of after times 
was to note, 
were not—as certain 
people might believe—“games of chil­ 
dren.11 
The church of Mezieres was, 
however, 
to 
undergo 
more 
terribly 
ones on three different occasions. 


Completed «with difliculty in 1G26, 
thui is to say, a hundred and twenty- 
seven years after the laying of the 
foundation stone, it was soon to have 
lived the. golden age of its life. 
To 
say nothing of the fire which broke 
out in iU steeple (1082), neither of the 
nets of vandalism of the revolutionists, 
let us speak only of the bombardments 
wliieh it suffered. 


The Prussians shelled it in 1815. An 
inscription on the wall reminds the 
reader that it was nearly ruined. 
It 
lost 
ah beautiful stained-glass win­ 
dows of the sixteenth century and the 
exterior pinnacles were seriously dam* 


f 
t 


• ttged. 
Several shells penetrated into 
tire interior, causing a great deal of 
damage, 


Hardly had the damage of 1815 been 
repaired when a new cloud arose on 
the horizon and threatened Mezieres 
in 1870. New Invasion, new fears and 
new ruins for our town on the fron­ 
tier. 


The 31st of December, 1870, and 1st 
of January, 1871—German Christmas 
box—the 
enemy 
again 
shelled 
Me 
zieres. 
The church was principally 
aimed at and was once more the vie 
tim of the shells, which spoiled the 
steeple, burst the vaults, broke the 
sculptures and stained-glass windows. 


During 
nearly 
forty-seven 
years 
these ruins had been repaired. 
The 
church of Mezieres had passed the 
greater part of (his great war without 
damage, but in 1017 and 1018 the Ger- 
mans took away the five beautiful 
bells, the most tuneful and the loud­ 
est in the country, and what is worse 
broke the organ In order to get down 
the bells. 
But the church itself re­ 
mained uninjured. It would have been 1 
too much luck for our church, the des- * 
tiny of which seemed united to all our 
national woes. 
On November 10, less 
than twenty-four hours before the ar­ 
mistice, the fury of the retreating eu- 
emy poured out in the vile bombard­ 
ment of Mezieres, which lasted .twen­ 
ty hours. 
Among other buildings the 
Church of Our Lady was struck. 
All 
the stained-glass wiifdows were either 
totally or partly broken, and what is 
more important, the flamboyant mul- 
lions of many windows wrere broken. 
The 
church 
was 
struck 
by 
many 
bombs, soiw of which hit the lantern 
of the steeple, the tower of the signal­ 
man.

Thanks to the armistice, which came 
ju st in time to prevent the enemy 
from destroying Mezieres totally, the 
damage, though considerable, is not 
beyond repair. 
But it is certain, too. 
that 
this

agery of our enemies, and—a fact 
worth noticing—that our church, the 
first church to be shelled in history, 
wras also the last.

which thousands of British jack tars 
and their officers are now awaiting 
their share,

“Including 
vessels seized in port upon the out­ 
break of war, which numbered over 
100, about 250 ships have gone into 
my custody in the United Kingdom.

Amusing Jncident. 


“An 
amusing 
incident,” said 
the 
marshal, “happened in the earliest 
days of the war, when upon a largo 
Pi)£Uiy vessel, brought in by the navy, 
some alligators were found. The oili- 
eer of customs at the outport in ad­ 
vising me of the seizure appeared to 
be very nervous of their presence. 
Some he thought were dead, because 
their eyes were shut, and some were 
too much alive. 


“The zoological society not being 
anxious to have them they wTere sold 
to a buyer who subsequently toured 
the 
provinces, 
exhibiting 
them 
as 
‘prize’ alligators. 


“Eighteen months later the owner 
appeared in the prize proceedings and 
obtained a release of the proceeds of 
sale only.

I don’t 
know.“ said the marshal, “how he 
expected me to feed and look after the 
animals for eighteen months. I heard 
that he expressed himself very forcibly 
to the innocent purchaser.”

Before there were any cattle in 
Alberta, or it was known that it was 
possible to feed them outside all the 
year «round« the Indian hunters could 
always find the buffalo during the 
winter months pasturing in the foot­ 
hills. In the summer the herds wan­ 
dered on the plains and fed on the 
prairie grasses. The plains have since 
become grain fields, but the foothill 
district extending north from the In­ 
ternational boundary for a thousand 
miles will always be a natural feeding 
ground for live stock. In the southern 
part of Alberta the altitude is greater 
than in the more northerly districts, 
but wliile the herds in the south have 
winder tracts of treeless pasturage, in 
the north from lied Deer on into the 
Peace river country there are more 
trees, a richer vegetation and more 
natural shelter. 


Those who have been * advocating 
stock raising and mixed ’farming for 
the past few years point to the number 
of hogs marketed as an evidence of the 
increased production of the Western 
Provinces. They may also take credit 
for the increase in cattle and sheep, 
which is very great, but perhaps not 
so marked as what has been accom­ 
plished in hog raising. For the first 
six m o rtis alone last year about half 
a 
million hogs were shipped from 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
A very conservative estimate value of 
these animals to the farmer would be 
$25.00 a head. 


The Canadian West is fast forging to 
the front of the wheat-producing coun­ 
tries of the world, and “No. 1 hard“ 
is without doubt the best wheat in the 
market today.

keted, and the vast train of employ­ 
ment that follows the enlargement of 
the farming industry, is creating new 
agricultural centers and causing towns 
and cities of importance to grow all 
along its lines. 


An admirable system of agricultur­ 
al 
instruction 
has 
been 
developed 
through the efforts of the Dominion 
government and the various provin­ 
cial Departments of Agriculture. This 
forms part of the educational system 
of Western Canada and is doing much 
for all branches of agriculture. 
Ex­ 
perimental 
farms have been estab­ 
lished at various points in the prov­ 
inces, which have done wonders in de­ 
veloping improved methods of farm­ 
ing. 


The result has been a great awaken­ 
ing to the necessity of better methods 
of tillage, scientific stock raising and 
dairying. 
Farmers are beginning to 
realize that to get what they are en­ 
titled to out of the land, they must 
adopt scientific methods, and as a re­ 
sult, careful seed selection, proper ro­ 
tation and summer fallow is the order 
of the day.

Hitherto the man mining wdieat from 
the rich soil has purchased most of his 
household food and necessities,, his 
energies being devoted to getting every 
possible bushel of grain out of every 
foot of his land, and he has paid prices 
for his supplies that have made a big 
dent in his profits. It has now dawned 
on him that he can rai^e vegetables 
tmd poultry, and supply his own table; 
that with very little effort he can raise 
a lot of garden produce and In rTvery 
simple manner solve his own problem 
of the cost of living. 
Further, that 
there is an increasingjn.urket fox* do- 
nicsUc 
such, as ^poultry, 


e£gs, butleTTjinlk and cheese; wlpclP 
command very Iiigh prices, And 
there are other roads to prosper!^ 
besides that through the wheat field. 


In 1910 «Canada imported 7,089,209 
pounds of butter, most of it from as 
far awa> as New Zealand, and for the 
first time in 00 years failed to ship 
butler to England, a condition due to 
the home consumption, which is esti­ 
mated to be increasing at the rate of 
$3,000,000 worth a year, being great* 
ly in excess of the increased supply. 
This condition has brought about a 
change in farming methods Unit is far- 
reaching. and will result in greatly in­ 
creased production till round of the 
necessities demanded 
by the home 
market. 


Natural Resources. 


One of the most important consider­ 
ations to the farmer is fuel. In north­ 
ern Manitoba. Saskatchewan and Al­ 
berta, where portions of the country 
are well wooded, the settler has little

It Is estimat­ 
ed that the coal denoslts in Alberta 
cover over SI,000 square miles and* 
represent an available tonnage of over 
ten hundred thousand million tons, 
while those in Saskatchewan cover an 
area of 13,000 miles, containing over 
59.000.000 tons. In Manitoba the coal 
reserve i$ not as large, but even there 
100.000.000 tons is considered a conser­ 
vative estimate. At the present time 
these deposits, are only worked to a 
small extent, but there is no doubt that 
they will be a great feature in upbuild­ 
ing the country and will exercise a 
powerfu} iniluence on its commerce. 


It is a common .thing in the coal dis­ 
tricts for fanners to get their coal 
supply off their own furm. Near Ed­ 
monton, for example, the farmers not 
only suppl) themselves, but they car- 
'y coal to 
cxw market and find it 


Canada will play a big part in filling 
the void. 


The result of the continued shortage 
in cattle, the future price of beef and 
the solution of the perplexing problem 
of feeding the world are vital ques­ 
tions uppermost in the minds of many 
thinking people today. 


There is no doubt that the wide 
acies of Western Canada can, and will, 
be.made to play an important part in 
bringing about a proper balance in 
supply and demand. 
In the northern 
parts of Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
and in Alberta are many thousands 
of acres of the richest pasture in the 
world, well watered and treated by the 
sunniest of climates. 
These rolling 
hills for the greater part are stijl un 
peopled and untrodden by the hoofs 
of domestic animals. 


One of the causes assigned for the 
decline in stock-raising is the reduc­ 
tion in the areas available for grazing 
on account of so many big ranches be­ 
ing converted into farms. 
Experi­ 
ments conducted at 
Vermilion, ^Al­ 
berta, would rather go to show that 
the old grazing grounds were too large, 
and that the feeding is really better 
when the animal is confined to a com­ 
paratively limited area, providing the 
pasturage is of the right kind and

Muskrat Lore. 


The feed of the muskrat consists of 
grasses, apples, bark of trees, water 
plants, carrots, turnips, cabbage and 
corn, and crayfish. 


Although millions of those brown- 
colored rats are trapped^ each year for 
their fur, the number does not seem 
to decrease. 
'When the fur is made in­ 
to clothing it is called Itussian mink 
or Baltic seal. 


One of the ways of trapping the 
muhkrat is to set a trap three or four 
inches below tbe surface of water in 
a place where he has been in the habit 
of leaving the watur. 
In this waj he 
will step into the trap as he under­ 
takes to leave the water. 
Still anoth­ 
er way is to place the trap just below 
the entrance into his home. 
Some 
trappers use apples or turnips as bait, 
The home quarters is usually quite 
a large cavity and contains much grass 
and sticks. During the first tw’o or 
three weeks of the life of the young 
the mother muskrat does not leave the 
home but depends upon the male to 
furnish the feed supply.

Adams county farmers raised 944,- 


417 bushels of wheat at an average 
yield p«r acre of 15.7 bushels, accord- 
ing to a tabulated estimate by the 
State Departni-aut of Agriculture. The 
average yielJ per acre for all counties 
in Pennsylvania was 17.1 bushels. 
Based on> the present price of wheat, 
tanners in th-2 county will receive ap- 
proximately 
$2,000,000 
from 
their 


wheat crop, just about a million dol- 
lars less than they expected a year 
ago^when they believed wheat would 
be worth $3 this year. The quality 
of the wheat in the county this year 
is estimated a't 97 per cent, of normal. 
Other figures, of the department show 
75,429- bushels of rye wer-3 raised in 
the county and 492,178 bushels of oats. 
The average yiteld for rye was 16.1 
bushels and for oats 35.8 bushels. The 
quality of-the oats this year was 100 
per cent. Lancaster county produced 
2,905,668 bushels of wheat this year 
and led the State of Pennsylvania 
whose wheat crop was 
26,774,760. 


Erie county led with the best average 
par acre showing 23.1 bushels. Lan- 
caster produced 22.7. The "million 
bushel counties" are once more in the 
south central 
section being Berks, 


Cumberland, Franklin, Lancaster and 
York, Adams and Chester failing to 
attain the million mark. York county 
was second to Lancaster with 1,751,- 
610 bushels 
Berks leads in oats pro- 


duction with 1,710,992 bushels or 43.1 
bushels per acre

showing 317,929 bushels

F all the names applied to 
the American soldier during 
the world war—“Y ank/1 “Sam­ 
m y ” “Buddy” and the like—the 
only one which stood up under 
the strain was "doughboy.“ 


Probably they didn’t know i t 
but the reason that the men of 
the A. E. F. accepted the term 
and answered to it without hes­ 
itation, is because doughboy is 
the oldest of slang words for 
American 
infantrymen, 
dating 
back to the days of the Revolu­ 
tion. 
At this time, following 
the custom of the British army, 
each man of the Colonial army 
was served with throe or four 
cakes of bread a day—llour and 
water, 
usually 
underbaked. 
These 
cakes 
were 
known as 
“doughboys“ and, before the end 
of the war, the men to whom 
they were served were called by 
the same name. 


During the Civil war the ap­ 
pellation was revived—partly on 
account of the way In which it 
had been used during the Rev-, 
olution and also because of the 
manner in which the large brass 
buttons of the infantrymen were 
ridiculed.

Courage, Determination and At- 


tention to Detail Make the 


Outcome Certain. 


ROTATION FOB UB6E AREAS 


Land Should Be Plowed In Fall and 


Double-Disked at Once, Lengthwise 


of Furrows—Some Hand Work 


May Be Necessary. 


Quack grass can be killed out com- 


pletely without losing a crop, says A. 
C. Amy, assistant agriculturist at the 
Minnesota College of Agriculture. To 
secure such a result, however, the 
crops grown must be such as to admit 
of a thorough clean-up of the fields 
every two or three years. Courage to 
do jjhe work, a determination to win, 
and attention to detail make the out- 
come certain. 


For the Small Spot 


For spots not more than three or 


four rods square, three plans may be 
followed? 


1. Cut the quack grass as close to 


the ground as practicable, cover the 
spots and the ground two or three feet 
beyond them in all directions, with tar 
papeV, lapping the paper about four 
Inches and weighting it down with 
stones or soil. 
Leave the 
paper 


on eight or ten weeks. This method 
Is most effective when started from 
May 1 to August 1. 


2. Keep the spots thoroughly culti- 


vated or hoed up to the latter part of 
May, 
and then plant corn or late cab- 


bage. Keep these plats clean of quack 
grass. 


3. 
Apply sodium arsenate, eight 


pounds dissolved in 20 gallons of wa- 
ter, to each square rod'of infested soil 
This will kill the quack grass and all 
other plants 
This treatment leaves 


the soil sterile for some time after- 
ward. 
Sodium ar^enate Is a deadly 


poison and the greatest care should be 
observed in its use. 


For the Larger Area. 


For larger areas a rotation must be 


used that gives chance for an exceed- 
ingly thorough clean-up often enough 
to keep the quack grass from recover- 
ing. 


A four-year rotation of grain, clover, 


corn and corn meets this demand. In 
following such a rotation, the area 
should be plowed as early as possible 
In the fall, five or six inches deep, and 
should 
he 
double-disked nt 
once. 


Disking Corn Stubble to 
Kill 
Out 


Quack Grass. 


lengthwise the furrows. If the quack 
grass shows growth afterward 
the 


rtiskings bhould be continued through 
the fall. In the spring, dlskings or cul- 
tivation should he continued often 
enough to keep- the quack grass from 
showing green above the ground until 
corn-planting time. 
Usually the re- 


plowing of the field just before the 
planting of the corn should be resort- 
ed to. 
Corn should be checked and 


cultivated often enough to keep It 
clean. 
Eland work may be necessary 


to get all the quack grass out of the 
hills. As soon as the corn crop Is off 
In the full, the land should be plowed 
and manured. 
In the spring again 


disking should be^ resorted to and 
should be kept up as during the previ- 
ous year. In the third year grain and 
clover-should be sown. In the fourth 
year the clover crop should be cut In 
the latter part of June, then the ground 
should be plowed immediately, three 
or four inches deep, and double-disked 
at once and often enough to keep the 
quack -grass out until August 15. The 
ground should then be replowed five 
or six Inches deep and the disking con- 
tinned through the fall. Corn should 
be planted rhe next year again. 


A 4O-acre field divided Into four 


equal parts, two of which are In corn, 
one in grain and the other in clcrei. 
ran be handled in this way by one man 
with one team. 


Quack grass cannot stand up against 


this kind of treatment.

GOOD PLAN TO PICK 


SEED CORN IN FALL 


Select Ears From Plants Which 


Have Done Well. 


Some Characteristic* for Farmer to 


Keep In Mind When Making Se- 


lection of Best Seed for 


Next Year's Crop. 


The best way to select seed corn is 


from the standing stalks. Why? Be- 
cause we can choose ears from plants 
which have produced well in competi- 
tion with neighboring plants. 
After 


the corn is cot we cannoj tell how it 
grew. 


This Is the reason why some of the 


best seed corn growers go through 
their ^fields as soon as the ears are 
ripe and hard and before heavy frosts 
or autumu rains injure the corn to 
Dick out their seed for next year. 


Selecting 
Seed 
Corn 
Under 
Field 


Conditions. 


Some men mark the selected stalks, 
but do not cut them until after the 
field is cut. Others husk the selected 
ears before cutting and hang them 
up at once in a place where they will 
dry quickly. 


The characteristics to keep in mind 


in selecting corn in the field are: 
A 


sturdy, 
upright stalk 
of 
medium 


height and thickness, with short joints, 
and broad leaves carried well down, 
which stands In an aveiage hill on 
average soil; an ear well matured and 
low set, ct fair size, witlr straight 
rows and fairly well-covered tip, with 
deep uniform grains, having a medium 
feized cob, a rather small butt, and a 
hnslj protecting the tip; the ear barg- 
ing o\er so as to shed the rain. Al- 
*hough some strains of corn have been 
developed that tend to produce two 
ears to the stalk, one good ear Is all 
we should expect where the stand Is 
thick enough. It Is much better to ob- 
tain one good ear than two nubbins. 


Anyone who takes an interest and 


pride in his corn will find profit and 
satisfaction in field selection, especial 
ly if it Is followed up for 
several 


years. 


ACID PHOSPHATE BIG FACTOR 


Large Increase in Corn, Wheat and 


Clover Hay Obtained at Ohio 


Experiment Station. 


The Ohio station in testing manure 


and fertilizers has secured nn average 
yield of corn of 67 bushels per acre 
for-21 years, or an increase of 35 bush- 
els over the yield where no manure 
or fertilizer has been used 
The m*n 


crop was grown in a rotation of corn, 
wheat and clover. 
The manure ap- 


plied in this case had been re-enforced 
in the stables at ihe rate of 40 pounds 
of ocrd phosphate per ton of manure. 
Eight tons were applied to the clover 
sod In the winter before It was plowed 
down for corn. 


The experiments show that manure 


loses much of its fertilizing proper- 
ties when allowed to be leached by 
rains, and also that manure needs re- 
enforcement with phosphorus to be 
most effective. 
From this applica- 


tion of manure and acid phosphate 
there has also been an average In- 
crease of 15 bushels of wheat and 
2,500 pounds of clover hay over the 
untreated plots In the rotation, the 
wheat and clover following the corn 
without any further manuring or fer- 
tilising. 


TO HANDLE STUBBLE FIELDS 


If Cultivated Crops Are to Follow 


Good Plan Is to List Land 


Soon as Possible. 


One of the best ways to handle 


stubble fields on dry lands is to disk 
the stubble as soon as possible after 
the crop Is removed, according to 
Professor Kezer, Colorado agricultural 
college. If the land Is to be put back 
Into fall wheat, plowing should be done

ERADICATE CROP 
OF QUACK GRASS 


Courage, Determination and At­ 
tention to Detail Make the 
Outcome Certain. 


ROTATION FOR U RGE AREAS 


Land Sh#uld Be Plowed In Fall and 


Double-Disked at Once9 Lengthwise 
of Furrows—Some Hand Work 
May Be Necessary. 


Quack grass can be killed out com* 
pletely without losing a crop, says A. 
C. Arny, assistant agriculturist at the 
Minnesota College of Agriculture. To 
secure such a result, however, the 
crops grown must be such as to admit 
of a thorough clean-up of the fields 
every two or three years. Courage to 
do ¿he work, a determination to win, 
and attention to detail make the out­ 
come certain. 


For the Small Spot. 


For spots not more than three or 
four rods square, three plans may be 
followed: 


1. Cut the quack gras« as close to 
the ground as practicable, cover the 
spots and the ground two or three feet 
beyond them in all directions, with tar 
papeV, lapping the paper about four 
inches and weighting it down with 
stones or soil. 
Leave the paper 
on eight or ten weeks. 
This method 
is most effective when started from 
May 1 to August 1. 


2. Keep the spots thoroughly culti­ 
vated or hoed up to the latter part of 
May, and tlren plant corn or late cab­ 
bage. Keep these plats clean of quack 
grass. 


3. 
Apply sodium arsenate, eight 
pounds dissolved in 20 gallons of wa­ 
ter, to each square rod~bf infested soil. 
This will kill the quack grass and all 
other plants. 
This treatment leaves 
the soil sterile for some time after­ 
ward. 
Sodium arsenate is a deadly 
poison and the greatest care should tfe 
observed in its use. 


For the Larger Area. 


For larger areas a rotation must be 
used that gives chance for an exceed­ 
ingly thorough clean-up often enough 
to keep the quack grass from recover­ 
ing. 


A four-year rotation of grain, clover, 
corn and corn meets this demand. In 
following such a rotation, the area 
should be plowed as early as possible 
in the fall, five or six inches deep, and 
should 
he 
double-disked 
at 
once. 


Disking Corn Stubbie to Kill Out 


Quack Grass. 


lengthwise the furrows. If the quack 
grass shows growth "afterward 
the 
rliskings should be continued through 
the fall. In the spring, diskings or cul­ 
tivation should be continued often 
enough to keep* the quack grass from 
showing green above the ground until 
corn-planting time. 
Usually the re- 
plowing of the field just before the 
planting of the corn should be resort­ 
ed to. 
Corn should be checked and 
cultivated often enough' to keep it 
clean. 
Hand work may be necessary 
to get all the quack grass out of the 
hills. As soon as the corn crop is off 
in the full, the land should be plowed 
and. manured. 
In the spring again 
disking should be resorted to and 
should be kept up as during the previ­ 
ous year. In the third year grain and 
clo\er .should be sown. In the fourth 
year the clover crop should be cut in 
the latter part of June, then the ground 
should be plowed immediately, three 
or four inches deep, and double^disked 
at pnee and often enough to keep the 
quack grass out until August 15. The 
ground should then be replowed five 
or six inches deep and the disking con­ 
tinued llirough the fail. Corn should 
be planted the next year again. 


A 40-acre field divided into four 
equal parts, two of which are in corn, 
jme in grain and the other in clovei. 
ran be handled in this way by one man 
with one team. 


Quack grass cannot stand up against 
this kind of treatment.

GOOD PLAN TO PICK 
SEED CORN IN FALL 


Select Ears From Plants Which 
Have Done Well. 


8ome Characteristics for Farmer to 
Keep In Mind When Making Se» 
lection of Best Seed for 
Next Year's Crop. 


The best way to select seed corn is 
from the landing stalks. Why? Be­ 
cause we can clioosc ears from plants 
which have produced well in competi­ 
tion with neighboring plants. 
After 
the corn ts cut we cannoj tell how it 
grew. 


This ts the reason why some of the 
best seed corn growers go through 
their fields as soon as the ears are 
ripe and hard and before heavy frosts 
or autunm rains injure the corn to 
pick out their seed for next year. 


Selecting 
Seed 
Corn 
Under 
Field 


Conditions. 


Some men mark the selected stalks, 
but do not cut them until after the 
field is cut. . Others husk the selected 
ears before cutting and hang them 
up at once in a place where they will 
dry quickly. 


The characteristics to keep in mind 
in selecting corn in the field are: 
A 
sturdy, 
upright 
stalk 
of 
medium 
height and thickness, with short joints, 
and broad leaves carried well down, 
which stands in an average hill on 
average soil; an ear well matured and 
low set, ot fair size, with- straight 
rows and fairly well-covered tip, with 
deep uniform grains, having a medium 
sized cob, a rather small butt, and a 
husk protecting the tip; the ear hang­ 
ing over so as to shed the rain. Al­ 
though some strains of corn have been 
developed that tend to produce two 
ears to the stalk, one good ear Is ail 
we should expect where the stand is 
thick enough. It is much better to ob­ 
tain one good ear than two nubbins. 


Anyone who takes an interest and 
pride in his corn will find profit and 
satisfaction in field selection, especial­ 
ly if it Is followed up for several 
years. 


ACID PHOSPHATE BIG FACTOR 


Large Increase In Corn, Wheat and 
Clover Hay Obtained at Ohio 
Experiment Station. 


The Ohio station in testing manure 
and fertilizers has secured an average 
yield of corn of 67 bushels per acre 
foe. 21 years, or an increase of 35 bush­ 
els over the yield where no manure 
or fertilizer has been used. The com 
crop was grown in a rotation of corn, 
wheat and clover. 
The manure ap­ 
plied In this ease had been re-enforced 
in the stables at the rate of 40 pounds 
of acid phosphate per ton of manure. 
Eight tons were applied to the clover 
sod in the winter before it was plowed 
down for corn. 


The experiments show that manure 
loses much of its fertilizing proper­ 
ties when allowed to be leached by 
rains, and also that manure needs re­ 
enforcement with phosphorus to be 
most effective. 
Prom this applica­ 
tion of manure-and acid phosphate 
there has also been an average in­ 
crease of 15 bushels of wheat and 
2,500 pounds of clover hay over the 
untreated plots in the rotation, the 
wheat and clover following the corn 
without any further manuring or fer­ 
tilising.

TO HANDLE STUBBLE FIELDS 


If Cultivated Crops Are to Follow 
Good Plan Is to List Land 
Soon as Possible, 


One of the begt ways to handle 
stubbie fields on dry lands is to disk 
the stubble as soon as possible after 
the crop is removed, 
according to 
Professor Kezer, Colorado agricultural 
college. If the land is to be pyt back 
into fall wheat, plowing should be done 
immediately. The earlier the plowing 
is done, the better the chances of get* 
ting a crop. This is due to the fact 
that nature requires some time to 
properly settle and compact the seed­ 
bed. 


If the stubble iand is to be put in­ 
to cultivated crops the following year, 
a gouij method to follow and a cheap 
one Is to us^ihe lisier just as soon as 
the grain Js .off 1/ possible, This is 
cjne of the cheapest methods of control­ 
ling weeds and putting the land In 
shape to catch moisture. It also is a 
yerj good way to control blowing.

Gettys- 
burg. the father of one of the children, 
who charges Bigalow with statutory 
rape, was the first witness and was 
followed by his nine year old daugh- 
ter, Clara, who identified Bigalow as 
the person who had criminally 
as- 
saulted her, 
Mrs. Ida Foust, her S- 
yeai^old daughter. Beulah. and Mrs. 
Samuel R. Guidon substantiated 
the 
story of Clara. 
Dr. C. G. Crist testi- 
fied that he and Dr. McCrea Dickson 
had examined the two little girls and 
had found evidences of disease alleg- 
ed to have been contracted from the 
defendant.

Q'he people as a whole 
knew uothing of Chester Alan Arthur, 
except that ho had been only lately 
removed from the collectorship of the 
port of New York as a inachino pol- 
itician, and that he had been nomi- 
nated for the vice presidency as a 
henchman of Koscoo Conkllng. 


After Athur liad been sitting in the 
vice president's chair only a 
little 
more than two weeks, he opened a big 
White House envelope one day and 
flushed as he glanced at the unexpect- 
ed contents—the nomination of a hated 
"Half-Breed" to the collectorship of 
the port of New York. 
With an ex- 
cited gesture, he summoned 
Senators 


Chester A. Arthur. 


Conkling and 
Piatt, and 
the 
three 
'^Stalwarts" flamed up with rage at 
the challenge to them from the new 
administration. 
AVhen the New York 
senators resigned thir seats and ap- 
pealed to the legislature of their state 
to re-elect them as a protest against 
the administration, 
the spectacle of 
the vice president descending to that 
melee lent coloi' to the already un- 
favorable Impression of him in 
the 
public mind. 


When in the midst of tlie fight and 
a losing tight, Gariîeld -was shot, tbe 
American 
people 
revolted 
at 
the 
thought tbat Arthur and the 
"Stal- 
warts" should profit by the assassina- 
tion, 
The public mind x*evolted also 
at the prospect of a political boss en- 
throned in the White House, with his 
motJey following about hini. 


That popular picture of Arthur, as 
a city politician out of tlie pages of 
Puck, wa.s distorted and untrue, simply 
bwause the background was omitted 
from it. Tlie real, the native character 
of the man had been shaped in sur- 
roundings very different from those in 
wliich the country found hiui when bo 
first camo under Its attention. 
Born 
in Vermont to a Baptist minister, a 
man of education and high principles, 
who had come over from Ireland and 
who soon afterward settled in New 
York state, Arthur Imd grown up In 
village parsonages, where the living 
was plain and the thinking high» 


When the great test came and he 
stood silently for three months in the 
shadow of the high oilice, Arthur found 
himself, and ho left petty politics and 
factions behind hira as he entered the 
White House. The public was incred- 
ulous at first, but was convinced at 
last that he honestly meant to be pres- 
ident of all the people. 


Some of his old associates in ma- 
chine politics were as astonished at 
the change that luid come over their 
••Chet" as Falstaff 
and his 
cronies 
were when Prince Hal became King 
Henry V, Not that the new president 
coldly repelled the claims of friend- 
ehip. 
He simply put first his obliga- 
tions to the whole country, though It 
cost him dear in the regard of men 
nUe Grant and Conkling, who set him 
fJuwn as an Ingrate.

T IS one of the pranks of fate that 
Chester A. Arthur, whom President 
Hayes put out of the Now York cus- 
tom house as a spoilsman and a politi- 
cal boss, should find himself In the 
AVhIto 
House 
seven 
months 
after 
Hayos left it and conducting a reform 
administration. 
It was the mandate 
and lesson of Garfield's assassination 
that we must get rid of factions and 
spoils or tlie government itself might 
next be struck down as its chief had 
been. 
Arthur saw that this was the 
logic of the tragedy which had thrust 
him into the presidency and he did his 
best to clean house. 


The race for preferment had excited 
an unnatural appetite for public ofilce, 
and the getting of a job was regarded 
as exhilarutlng sport 
From 
police- 
man, 
fireman 
and 
letter carrier 
to 
chiefshlp an<l consulship, every place 
on the payroll of city, state or nation 
went by favor. 
Two endless proces- 
sions were forever moving, one made 
up of those who had been turned out 
or turned down, and the other of tliose 
who were struggling to get in. 


The civil service law, which 
was 
passed In Arthur^s administration, took 
out of politics the departmental clerk- 
ships in Washington but 85 per cent 
of the federal employees as a whole 
wore left under the 
spoils 
system. 
Nevertheless, the dlfilcult first step had 
been taken toward the present com- 
prehensive system, when all but a few 
hundred of the hundreds of thousands 
of places are open equally to self-re- 
spectlng applicants,, regardless of par- 
ties or politicians. 


Arthur also was the useful instru- 
ment in carrying forward the recon- 
ciliation of the .sections. 
He was the 
first president in his generation who 
made no reference in his annual mes- 
sages to the South or to a Southern 
question. 
He was indeed almost the 
first 
president In 50 years who felt 
free to Ignore the unhappy issues of 
sectionalism, 
» 


AVhen he stepped into the AVhlte 
House Arthur found his party 
rent 
by factions. 
He left It more nearly 
united than 
it had 
been before in 
20 years and with at least a chance 
to win again In 1884. He might him- 
self have been the Republican nom- 
inee in that year if he had not scrupu- 
lously refused to take an active part 
in promoting his candidacy. 


I-Ie looked as well as acted the presi- 
dent. 
The first city man in a line of 
rural or small town men, Arthur was 
the best dressed man to sit in the chair 
since Washington, and perhaps 
the 
handsomest, with a tall, graceful fig- 
ure, the manners of the great world 
and a grave but easy courtesy. 


Although a widower president, his 
sister, Mrs. McKlroy, was a charming 
mistress of the White House and under 
them the social life of the mansion 
took on a more sumptuous tone. His 
son and namesake was away at school 
much of the time, but his little daugh- 
ter, Nellie Arthur, lit up the house- 
hold with her song and laughter.

the presidency, and lier absence from 
ills side was a haunting sorrow to Ar- 
thur, 


Declining to remove the collector of 
the port of New York, whom Garfield

contest at the national convention. 


No other president has done so little 
OS Arthur did to obtain a second terra. 
It was well, not only for the sake of 
ihe liigh <>xainple he set, but for his 
own sake also.

Esthonian 
Says 
Demobilized 
Troops Would Revolt., • 


Unemployment Now Critical Problem 
Throughout the Whole of Russia 
.—On Last Legs, 
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Wore Only Shirt and 
Lantern to Flag Train 


Winsted, Conn,—When Thomas 
J, Doyle of Waterbury, a New 
Haven railroad brakeman. stood 
on a grade crossing in Torrlng- 
ton wi^h a lantern in his hand 
and nothing but a shirt on his 
back, some one notified the po- 
lice and Doyle was escorted to 
the police ^statlon by Patrolman 
Hurlbut. Then he cursed. 


In court 
Doyle said he 
was 
in the cai)oose changing his rain- 
soaked clothes and that before 
he had a chance to put others 
on it became necessary for him 
to run to the crossing and sig- 
nal the approach of a locomo- 
tive. 
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London.—Just as imperialism killed 
czarlsm so will imperialism

death of Russian sovietism, according 
to a prediction made to a press corre- 
spondent by AL Pllp, tiie Esthonian 
foreign minister in London, analyzing 
the consequences of the bolshevist of- 
fensive in Poland.

"The soviet government dare not re- 
duce Its enormous army," he conclud- 
ed. 
"UnemfSloyment Is now a criti- 
cal problem throughout the whole of 
Russia, and, If the men who as sol- 
diers are comparatively well cared for 
were thrown on their own resources 
a revolution would result. 
The chief 
terror wliich the soviet rulers have 
to face is peace and demobilization." 


In 
conunon 
with 
representatives 
here of other Russian border states» 
M, Pllp is watching with profound con- 
cern the developments In Poland, 


"The holshevlkl are fighting I^oland 
with the allies' ammunition which they 
captured from Denlkin and Kolchak," 
ho said. "This Is now almost exhaust- 
ed, and Russia cannot renew it," 


Discussing the possibility of an at- 
tack by the bolsheviki on.Esthonia, M. 
Piip said: 


"We are ready for them. 
The Es- 
thonian frontier Is now closed by our 
troops, except the gates through which 
we are trading with Russia. The so- 
viet government must know that If It 
should succeed In obtaining a foothold 


In Esthonia the allies would instantly 
cut ofi Russia from the vitally needed 
supplies it is now receiving through 
us. 
We might perish, but soviet Rus- 
sia would go do\vn with us,"

Danish Scientist Hopes to Gather 
Interesting Information. 


Seeks for Spawning 
Eel, 
Something 


That Has Never Yet Been Seen— 
Quick Death After Maturity. 


Cardiff, 
Wales. — Dr. 
Johannes 
Schmidt, a Danish scientist, is search- 
ing the Atlt>utic between the Azores 
and 
the West Indies for 
spawning 
fresh water eels, which the eye of man 
has never seen. 
This announcement 
was made by Dr, W. A. Herdman, pro- 
fessor of oceanography at Liverpool 
university, in his presidential address 
before the annual conference of the 
British asociatlon. 


"All the eeis of the streams and 
Jakes of northwestern Europe," Doc- 
tor Werdmun said, "live and feed and 
grow under our eyes without reproduc- 
;ng iheir kind —no spavMiIng eel has 
e^cr been seen. 
Aficr living for years 


in Immaturity, at last near the end 
of tlieir lives the largo male and fe- 
male yellow eels undergo a change In 
appearance and In nature. 
Tliey ac- 
quire a silvery coioi and their eyes 
enlarge, and in tliis bridal attire they 
commence tlie long journey which ends 
in maturity, reproduction and death. 


They migrate in the autumn to the 
coast, from the inshore seas to the 
open ocean ^nd gtlll westward 
and 
south to the mid-Atlantic and \Ye know 
not how niuclinfarther, for tlie exact 
locality and manner of spawning have 
still to be discovered, 


"The youngest known stages of the 
Leptocophalu^, the larval stage of eels, 
have been found by Doctor^Sehmitlt 
to the west of the Azores, where the 
water is over 2.WU fatliom^ in depth, 
ThesQ were about pne-third of an Inch 
in iengtli and were probably not Jong 
hatched, 


"Now Doctor Schmidt Is traversing 
the Atlantic lii the Jujpe of ttndlng the 
missing link In the chain, the actual 


spawning fresh water eel, In the Inter- 
mediate watex's somewhere above the 
abysses of the open ocean."

After Suffering In 1521 Its First At- 
tack Sacred Edifice Got Germans' 
Parthian Shot—Full of His- 
torlc Interest.

Mexiores, Ardennes, Kmnce—It is 
fníM known to everyone that the (îer- 
mans, after having desperately begged 
for the armistice, shelled tbe town of 
Mezieres, even up to the exact njo- 
ment of the beginning of the arndstlce, 
cowardly and without any military 
reason whatever. They aimed espe- 
cially at the monum(»nts, which were 
\vell known to them, as they had oc- 
cupied tbe ciiy for four years. 


Among the latter the church is es- 
pi^ciaily to be mentioned. It is a fine 
iîotbie flamboyant structure with ñve 
naves, the largest and peiiiails tbe 
most beautiful of tJie country. This 
church has bad. among other princely 
visitors, the honor of celebrating the 
marriage ceremony of Charles IX and 
Elisabeth of Austria (1570). We make 
bold to assert that it was *'the last 
of the churches shelled.'* A fact less 
known, although not less interesting, 
Is that it was also "the first of the 
churches to bo shelled." 


Begun ill Mí)í), it was 22 years old 
when In 1021 the imperials besieged 
Mezieres, defended by Bayard, the 
knight without fear or reproach. His- 
torians relate that shells were em- 
ployed for the first time during this 
i^iege. The enemy shelled tbe town 
for exactly a monlh, from August 31 
xmtil Sejitember 27. î\n(I oni» part was 
entirely destroyed. 
The monuments 
as well as the church were struck by 
the projectiles, as is proved by the 
archives of the ei)och, kept in the de- 
pository of the department of Me 
í5ieres. Several large lióles had to be 
m.Mided in the roof of tht» church 
steeplf as "the glass frame of th^ 
round of the steeple which had been 
broken during the siege.** 


Many ^Times Bombarded. 
One can notice that the boml)ard- 
ments of this epoch, even comi)ared'to 
those that the history of after times 
was to note, were not—as certain 
people mi^ht believe—"games of chil- 
dren/' The church of Mezieres was, 
however, to undergo more terriblç 
ones on three different occasions. 


Completed 'With difliculty in 1G26, 
thai is to say, a hundred and twenty- 
seven years after the laying of tlie 
foundation stone, it was soon to have 
lived the, golden age of its life. To 
say nothing of the fire which broke 
out in li> steeple (1GS2), neither of the 
nets of vandalism of the revolutionists, 
h't us speak only of tlie bombardments 
wliirh it suffered. 


Tlie Prussians siielhnl it in 1815. An 
inscription on the wall reminds the 
reader that It was nearly ruined. It 
lost AH beauiiful .stained-glas^ win- 
dows of the sixtei^ntii century and the 
exterior i)innacles were s<»rious!y dam- 
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'aged. Several shells penetrated into 
tlie interior, causing a great deal of 
damage. 


Hardly Iind the damage of 1815 been 
repaired wlien a new cloud nrbso on 
the horizon and Ihrefltened iMezleres 
in 1870. New invasion, new i'ears and 
new ruins for our town on the fron- 
tier. 


The 31st of December, 1870, and 1st 
of January, 1871—(ierman (Mn-istmas 
box—the enemy again shelled Me 
zieres. The church wan principally 
aimed at and was once more the vie ' 
tim of the shells, which spoiled the 
steeple, burst the vaults, broke the 
sculptures and stained-glass windows. 


During 
nearly forty-seven years 
these ruins had been repaired. The 
chureli of Mezieres hnd passed tiie 
greater part of this great war without 
danmge, but in 1017 and 1018 the (Jer- 
mans took away the five beautiful 
bells, the most tuneful and the loud- 
est in tlie country, and what is worse 
broke tlie organ In order to get down 
the bells. Hut the church itself re- 
mained uninjured. It would have been 
too much luck for our church, the des- 
tiny of which seemed united to all our 
natioiml woes. On November 10, less 
than twenty-four hours before the ar- 
mistice, the fury of the retreating en- 
emy poured out in the vile bombard- 
ment of Mezieres, which lasted .twen- 
ty hours. Among other buildings the 
Church of Our Lady was struck. All 
the stained-glass wirfdows were eitiier 
totally or partly broken, and whaf is 
more important, tlie flamboyant niul- 
lions of many windows were broken. 
The clunv'h was struck by many 
bombs, souH^ of which hit the lantern 
of the steeple, the tower of the signal- 
man. Some struck the top, some the

RITISH TAllS TO 
DIVIDE MILLIONS 


London.- -When \V. W. Jacobs wrote 
"Many Cargoes" lu» had no notion his 
idea was :o be plagiarized, ami pla- 
giarized by a great naval war at tiiat. 
But wars—like women- - have strange 
ways. And not the least strange of 
them is the working of tlie dejuirtment 
of the British marshal of the ad- 
miralty an<l prize court. 


In time of history it was the duty 
of this hlghfaluting dignitary to ar- 
range for and attend the execution of 
prisoners .sentenced to death for mur- 
der on the high seas. And it is on 
record that tlie marshal of the olden 
time attended the execution of Ad- 
miral Byng—a British commander, 
who was shot on his own quarterdeck, 
as a penalty for losing a battle. Times 
have clmnged. The modern marshal is 
only a milk and water edition of his 
sterner prototype, lie Is the watch- 
man, stevedore, caretaker and guar- 
dian angel in chief of all German 
shipping that has fallen into allied 
hands during the war, and incidentally, 
of the British naval prize fund, of 
which thousands of British jack tars 
and their oflicers are now awaiting 
their sliare.

250 Shifjs Seized During War. 


"The president (Lord Phillimure) 
has sat every day since he was ap- 
pointed, and there would appear to be 
quite another year's work before the 
court," said the marshal. **lncludlng 
vessels seized in port upon the out- 
break of war. wlilcli numbered over 
100, about 250 ships have gone into 
my custody in the United Kingdom. 


^'Hundreds of thousands of tons of 
goods 
of

descriptions—copper, 
aluminum, metals, wool, cotton, Jard, 
oils and fats, coffee, cocoa, dried fruits, 
wheat, barley, hide?, leather, tobacco, 
nitrates, zinc concentrates, diamonds, 
pearls, human hair, false teeth and 
many other things—all are among the 
prize captures." 


Alluding to the quantities of bonds 
and securities captured, he said the 
interception of these securities proved 
a powerful lover in British hands, 
causing serious interruption of German 
trade and damo^ to German credit. 


Amusing ^Incident. 


"An amusing incident," said the 
marshal, '^happened in the Earliest 
days of the war, when upon a large 
vessel, brought in ])y the navy^ 
some alligators were found. The oill- 
cer of customs at the outport in ad- 
vising me of ihe seizure appeared to 
be very nervous of their presence. 
•Some he thought were dead, because 
their eyes were shut, and some were 
too much alive. 


"Tlie zoological society not belns 
anxious to have them they were sold 
to a buyer who subsequently toured 
the provinces, exhibiting them as 
'prize' alligators. 


**Klghteeu months later the owner 
appeared in tlie prize proceedings and 
obtainetl a release <if the proceeds of 
sale only.

Before (here were any cattle in 
Alberta, or it was known that it was 
possible to feed them outside all the 
year around, the Indian hunters couhl 
always iind the buiYalo during the 
winter months pasturing in the foot- 
hills. In the summer the herds wan- 
dered on the plains and fed on the 
prairie grasses. The plains have sln(»e 
become grain fields, but the foothill 
district extending north from the In- 
ternational boundary for a thousand 
miles will always be a natural feeding 
ground for live stock. In the southern 
part of Alberta the altitude Is greater 
than In the more northerly districts, 
but while the herds in the south have 
wind(»r tracts of treeless pasturage, in 
the north from Red Deer on Into the 
Peace river country there are more 
trees, a richer vegetation and more 
natural shelter. 


Those who have been ' advocating 
stock raising and mixed 'farming for 
the past few years point to the number 
of hogs marketed as an evidence of the 
increased production of the Western 
Provinces. They may also take credit 
for the increase in cattle and sheep, 
which IS very great, but perhaps not 
so marked as wliat has been accom- 
plished in hog raising. For the first 
six mortis alone last year about half 
a million hogs were shlppe.d from 
Jlanitobn. Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
A very conservative estimate value of 
lh(»se animals to the farmer would be 
$2r».00 a hend. 


The Canadiiin Wc^r is fast forging to 
the front of the wheat-producing coun- 
tries of the world, and "No. 1 hard" 
is without doubt the best wheat in the 
marlcet today. AYIien it is considered 
that the three hundred and forty-three 
million four hundred and seventy-tbreo 
thousand bushel crop of 1915 was from 
only eleven million acres of her hun- 
dreds of millions of acres, it gives an 
Idea of what her future will be. 


It is felt, however, that on account 
of the great money there will un- 
doubtedly be in growing wheat daring 
the next few years there is a possibil- 
ity that fawners fnay be temi)ted to 
drop tlie^ growing of coarser grains, 
which might result in less stock being 
raised. Every eflort is being made by 
the Agricultural Departments of the 
various Provinces to impress on the 
fanners that forage crops and coarse 
feed in abundance mean production of 
ilrsh and milk, and that In the long 
run the great future of the Western 
Provinces lies In''mixed farming whicli 
will found her prosperity on a more 
enduring basis. 


Jilixed farming has always been the 
rule In the Eastern Provinces where the 
formatii)n of-the land invites variety 
of crop, but it has not been as common 
in the Western Provinces, though the 
practice has grown In recent years. 
Hitherto tlie man mining wheat from 
the ri(»h soil has purchased most of his 
household food and necessities,, his 
energies being devoted to getting every 
possible bushel of grain out of every 
foot of his land, and he has paid prices 
for his supplies that have made a big 
dent In his profits. It has now dawned 
on him that he can rai^e vegetables 
hnd poultry, and supply his own table; 
that with very little effort he can raise 
a lot of garden produce and {.n iV'very 
simple maimer solve his own problem 
of the cost of living. Furtlier, thaj. 
there is an increasing^m.urket fox' 'do- 


la considerable source of iVvenue in 
tbe winter time. The Edmonton coal 
fields under and around the city have 
an estimated content of sixty thousand 
millien tons. 
Farmers sell the coal 
at ?4 a ton for domestic use. 


The pioneer of Western Canada 
laiew little of the enjoyments of life, 
compared with the farmer in that 
country today. The continual exten- 
sion of railway liiu^s atVords facilities 
undreamed of a ^.w years ago, closing 
up the gaps of 
mmunication, creat- 
ing immense business for the East^In 
the West and the West In the East, 
and drawing tlie farmer all the timo 
nearer to the zones of commerce. In 
creating wider markets the railways 
are doing more than any other agency 
can do for Western Canada and the 
country as a whole. The products of 
the farms, which are now readily mar- 
keted. and the vast train of employ- 
ment that follows the enlargement of 
(he farming industry, is creating new 
agricultural centers and causing towns 
and cities of Importunce to grow all 
along its lines. 


An admirable system of agricultur- 
al instruction has been developed 
through the efforts of the Dominion 
government and the various provin- 
cial Departments of Agriculture. This 
forms part of the educational system 
of Western Canada and is doing much 
for all branches of agriculture. Ex- 
perimental farms have been estab- 
lished at various points in the prov- 
Ince.s, which have done wonders in de- 
veloping improved methods of farm- 
ing. 


The result has been a great awaken- 
ing to the necessity of better m(»thods 
of tillage, scientific stock raising and 
dairying. 
Farmers are beginning to 
realize that to get what they are en- 
titled to out of the land, they must 
adopt scientific methods, and as a re- 
sult. careful seed selection, proper ro- 
tation and summer fallow Is the order 
of the day. Under the favorable con- 
ditions generally anticipated, prospects 
point to an all round increase in pro- 
duction that will leave a great deal 
of money in tlie hands of the western 
farmer this year, and prosperity for 
Western (\inada as a whole. It will be 
years before Europe will make up ar- 
rears 
in 
agricultural 
production, 
cau-^ed by tbe enforced idleness and 
wholesale destruction, and Western 
Canada will play a big part in filling 
the void. 


Tbe result of the cnntinu*Ml shortage 
in cattle, the future price of beef and 
the solution of the perplexing problem 
of feeding the world are vital ques- 
tions uppermost in the minds of many 
thinking people today. 


There is no doubt tlnit the wide 
acies of Western Canada can. and will, 
iie.made to play an important part in 
bringing about a proper l)iilance In 
supply and demand.

O 
F all the names applied to 
the American soldier during 
the world war—'»Yank," "Sam- 
my," '»Buddy»' and the like—the 
only one which stood up under 
the strain was "doughboy," 


Probably they didn't know It. 
but the reason that the men of 
the A. E. F. accepted the term 
and answered to It without hes- 
itation, Is because doughboy Is' 
tho oldest of slang words for 
American 
Infantrymen, 
dating 
back to the days of the Revolu- 
tion. 
At 
this time, 
following 
the custom of tho British army, 
each man of the Colonial army 
was served with throe or four 
cakes of bread a day—Hour and 
water, 
usually 
underbaked. 
These 
cakes 
were 
known 
as 
"doughboys" and, before the end 
of the war, the men to whom 
they were served were called by 
the same name. 


During tho Civil war the ap- 
pellation was revived—partly on 
account of the way In which It 
had been used during the JRev-. 
olution and also because of the 
manner In which the large brass 
buttons of the infantrynien were 
ridiculed.

cakes," stated 
one critic,

ERADICATE CROP 
OF QUACK GRASS 


I I 


Courage, Determination and At- 
tention to Detail Make the 
Outcome Certain. 


ROTATION FOR URGE AREAS 


Land Sh#ufd Be Plowed In Fall and 
Double-Disked at Once, Lengthwise 
of Furrows—Some Hand Work 
May Be Necessary. 


Quack grass can be killed out com- 
pletely without losing a crop, says A. 
C. Amy, assistant agriculturist at the 
Minnesota College of Agriculture. To 
secure such a result, however, 
tlie 
crops grown must be such as to admit 
of a thorough clean-up of the 
fields 
every two or three years. 
Courage to 
do j^he work, a determination to win, 
and attention to detail make the out- 
come certain. 


For the Small Spot, 


For spots not more than three or 
four rods square, three plans may be 
followed: 


• 


1. Cut the quack graae as cloi5e to 
the ground as practicable, cover the 
spots and the ground two or three feel 
beyond them in all directions, with tar 
papeV, lapping the paper about four 
inches and weighting it down 
with 
stones 
or 
soil. 
Leave 
the 
paper 
on eight or ten weeks. 
This method 
is most eiTective when started from 
May 1 to August 1. 


2. Keep the spots thoroughly culti- 
vated or hoed up to the latter part of 
May, and then plant corn or late cab- 
bage. Keep these plats clean of quack 
grass. 


3. 
Apply 
sodium 
arsenate, 
eight 
pounds dissolved In 20 gallons of wa- 
ter, to each square rod'of Infested soil. 
This will kill the quack grass and all 
other plants. 
This treatment leaves 
the soil sterile for some time after- 
ward. 
Sodium arsenate is a deadly 
poison and the greatest care should fcfe 
observed In Its use. 


For tile Larger Area. 


For larger areas a rotation must be 
used that gives chance for an exceed- 
ingly thorough clean-up often enough 
to keep the quack grass from recover- 
ing. 


A four-year rotation of grain, clover, 
corn and corn meets this demand. 
In 
following such a rotation, the 
area 
should be plowed as early as possible 
in the fail, five or six inches deep, and 
should 
he 
double-disked 
at 
once.

iengthwise the furrows. If the quack 
grass shows growth "afterward 
the 
dlskings should be continued through 
the fall. In the spring, diskings or cul- 
tivation 
should 
be continued 
often 
enough to keep/ the quack grass from 
showing green Above the ground until 
corn-planting thno. 
Usually the re- 
plowing of the fleld Just before the 
planting of the corn should be resort- 
ed to. 
Corn should be ciiecked and 
cultivated 
often enough' to keep it 
clean. 
Uand work may be necessary 
to get ail the quack grass out of the 
hills. 
As soon as tho corn crop is off 
In tlie firll, the land should be plowed 
and. manured. 
In the spring again 
disking should 
be resorted 
to and 
should be kept up as during the previ- 
ous year. 
In the third year grain and 
clo\er Jshould be sown. 
In the fourth 
year the clover crop should be cut in 
the latter part of .lune, then the ground 
should be plowed immediately, three 
or fijur Inches deep, and double-disked 
at pnce and often enougii to keep the 
quack grass out until August 15. The 
ground should then be replowed Ave 
or six Inches deep and the disking con- 
tinued through the fall. 
Corn should 
he planted the next year again, 


A 40-acre field divided Into four 
equal parts, two of wliich qre In corn, 
pne In grain and the other in clcvei, 
can be handled In this way by one man 
ivlth one tenm. 


Quack grass cannot stand up against 
this kind of treatment.

GOOD PLAN TO PICK 
SEED CORN IN FALL 


Select Ears From Plants Which 
Have Done Well. 


Some Characteristics for Farmer to 
Keep In Mind When Making Se- 
lection of Best Seed for 
Next Year's Crop. 


The best way to select seed corn is 
from tlie btanding stalks. 
Why? 
Be- 
cause we can clioose ears from plants 
which have produced well in competi- 
tion with neighboring plants. 
After 
the corn Is cut we cannoj tell how It 
grew. 


This ts the reason why some of tlie 
best seed corn growers 
go 
through 
their ^elds as soon as the ears are 
ripe and hard and before heavy frosts 
or autumn rains injure the corn to 
pick out their seed 
for 
next 
year. 


Selecting 
Seed 
Corn 
Under 
Field 


Conditions. 


Some men mark the selected stalks, 
but do not cut them until after the 
field is cut. . Others husk the selected 
ears before cutting and hang them 
up at once in a place where they will 
dry quickly. 


The characteristics to keep in mind 
in selecting corn in the field are: 
A 
sturdy, 
upright 
stalk 
of 
medium 
height and thickness, with short joints, 
and broad leaves carried well down, 
which stands in an average hill on 
average soil; an ear well matured and 
low set, ct fair size, 
with- straight 
rows and fairly well-covered tip, with 
deep uniform grains, having a medium 
sized cob. a rather small butt, and a 
husk protecting the tip; the ear hang- 
ing over so as to shed the rain. 
Al- 
though some strains of corn have been 
developed that tend to produce two 
ears to the stalk, one good ear is ail 
we should expect where the stand Is 
thick enough. 
It Is much better to ob- 
tain one good ear than two nubbins. 


Anyone who takes an interest and 
pride in his corn will find profit and 
satisfaction in field selection, especial- 
ly If it Is followed up 
for 
several 
years. 


ACID PHOSPHATE BIG FACTOR 


Large Increase in Corn, V/heat and 
Clover Hay Obtained at Ohio 
Experiment Station, 


The Ohio station in testing manure 
and fertilizers has secured an average 
yield of corn of 67 bushels per acre 
for.21 years, of an increase of 35 bush- 
els over the j'ield where no manure 
or fertilizer has been used. 
The cov'n 
crop was grown in a rotation of corn, 
wheat and clover. 
The manure ap- 
plied In this case had been re-enforced 
in the stables at ihe rate of 40 pounds 
of acid phosphate per ton of manure. 
Eight tons were applied to the clover 
sod in the winter before It was plowed 
down for corn. 


The experiments show that manure 
loses much of its fertilizing proper- 
lies when allowed to be leached by 
rains, and also tliat manure qeeds re- 
enforcement with phosphorus to be 
most effective. 
From 
this applica- 
tion of manure-and 
acid phosphate 
there has also been an average In- 
crease of 15 bushels of wheat 
and 
2,500 pounds of clover hay over the 
untreated plots in the rotation, 
the 
wheat and clover following the corn 
without any further manuring or fer- 
tin;:ing. 


TO HANDLE STUBBLE FIELDS 


If Cultivated Crops Are to Follov^ 
Good Plan Is to List Land 
Soon as Possible, 


One of the be^t ways to handle 
stubble fields on dry lands Is to disk 
the stubble as soon as possible after 
the crop is removed, 
according 
to 
Professor Kezer, Colorado agricultural 
college. 
If the land is to be pyl back 
into fall wheat, plowing should be done 
immediately. 
The earlier the plowing 
is done, the better the chances of get^ 
ting a crop. 
This is due to the fact 
that 
nature requires some time 
to 
properly settle and compact the seed- 
bed. 


If the stubbie land Is to be put in- 
to cultivated crops ihe following year, 
a gouij m^iliod to follow and a cheap 
one is 10 us^ihe IlKier juBi a» soon as 
the grain Js .oiT If possilile. 
This is 
t^ne of the cheajicsl methods of control- 
ling weeds and putiUjg the land In 
shape to catch moisture. 
It also lu a 
vtr^' good \>ay to coutioi blowUig.
